Many 
persons were knocked down and some 
thrown down stairs, aod not a few of the 
traders and office holders were laid ap ia 
ordinary the next day. It was probably 
one of the greatest riots the “Cradle of Li- 
berty” ever witnessed.” 


You not only say what is not true, but 
misrepresent facts. We do not questioa 
your assertion as to this being the greatest 
riot that ever took place in the Hall—nor 
do we deny that some, perhaps a number 
of office holders might have been present, 
but we deny that it was got up or held by 
office holders.
